3. An bpticaVL writing and reading apparatus, comprising: 

a deck base Having an opening; ^ 

a turntable mounted on the deck base and adapted to be 

rotated by a spindle motor; 

a main shaft aXd a sub shaft disposed to both sides of the 

opening and being parallel to each other; 

adjusters attaclied to the ^deck base to support the each 

end of the main and ^ib shafts and to move the ends upwardly 

and downwardly; and
